SHOC  Seeks  To  Initiate       )( 
Community  Organization 

To  Study  Renewal  Problems 


A  move  to  set  up  a  "Commun- 
ity Council"  with  representatives 
from  all  local  organizations  was 
made  last  night  at  a  meeting  of 
the  SHOC  Planning  Council  in  the 
Administration  Building. 

The  council  would  deal  with  as- 
pects of  urban  renewal. 

SHOC  President  Leo  Baldwin 
said  that  the  move  would  "disspel 
any  suspicion  that  SHOC  is  try- 
ing to  take-over  and  run  the  town." 

Baldwin's  three-part  proposal 
provided: 

!.»  That  SHOC  help  set  up  a 
coramunity  effort  to  deal  with  as- 
I>ects  relating  to  Urban  Renewal, 
that  would  be  open  to  every  or- 
ganized Charlestown  element. 

2.  That  each  organization  be  af- 
forded one  vote  on  each  urban 
ren3wal  issue  brought  before  it, 
and  that  the  vote  be  cast  by  the 
pei-scn  or  alternate  designated  by 
the  organization  represented. 

3,.  T.iat  this  body  be  separate 
from  SHOC,  except  that  SHOC 
j>articipate  equally  with  the  other 
crganizations. 


Many  local  organizations  were 
represented  at  the  meeting.  How- 
ever, it  was  pointed  out  by  James 
Sweeney,  representing  theKiwanis 
Club,  that  probably  none  of  the 
representatives  had  authority  to 
vote  on  any  proposals  without  first 
bringing  them  up  before  their- or- 
ganization. 

It.  was  voted  that  copies  of  the 
proposal  be  sent  to  all  local  or- 
ganizations. 

Thomas  McLaughlin  objected  to 
the  provision  that  would  give  each 
organization  one  vote,  regardless 
of  size.  This  would  place  an  or- 
ganization with  only  five  members 
on  an  equal  footing  with  one  con- 
taining 1,000  members,  he 
claimed. 

Patrick  McCarthy,  Charlestown 
urban  renewal  project  director  for 
the  B.R.A.,  said  that  his  organi- 
zation was  preparing  three  "sketch 
plans"  for  Charlestown  from  in- 
formation that  has  been  collected 
in  the  last  five  months  of  study 
here.

Ralph  Smith,  59  Monument  Ave. 
Chairman  of  the  Constitution  Com- 
mittee, stated  that  "we  are  trying 
to  develop  an  organization  that  will 
represent  the  19,000  people  of 
Charlestowji.  In  developing  a  truly 
representative  organization  we  are 
studying  the  structure  of  the  U.  S. 
Congress.  Under  this  form  we 
could  have  a  Council  of  Repre- 
sentatives which  would  be  made 
up  of  delegates  from  each  organ- 
ization according  to  their  size.  The 
Council  would  make  all  policy  and 
elect  officers.  In  addition  we  could 
have  a  Board  of  Directors  made  up 
of  one  representative  from  each 
organization  whose  function  would 
be  to  execute  the  community  pro- 
gram," 

Smith  added,  "we  have  not  set- 
tled on  any  form,  but  are  search- 
ing for  a  democratic  means  through 
which  the  people  of  Charlestown 
can  have  a  direct  influence  over 
their  future." 

"The  program  committee  has  to 
put  meat  on  the  bones  of  our  new 
Federation,"  commented  Mary 
McNeely,  40  Haverhill,  Chairman 
of  the  Program  Committee,  "and 
It  is   our  intention  to  investigate

Miss  McNeely  added,  "The  Im- 
mediate job  of  the  committee  is 
to  spell  out  the  general  areas  of 
concern  to  Charlestown  residents. 
We  will  then  prepare  resolutions  - 
for  presentation  to  the  Federation. 
The  adopted  resolutions  will  then 
become  the  policy  of  the  Federa- 
tion and  will  guide  the  Board  of 
Directors  in  its  day- to-day  execu- 
tive of  community  poUcy."

Charlestovm's  two  legislators,  backed  by  riRfr'y  j^i)  re  si  dents, 
most  of  them  members  of  SHOC,  urged  the  rer.-«oval  ai  the  MTA 
elevated  tracks  here  as  the  first  step  in  the  urbaa  rciWi/iu  program 
at  a  State  House  hearing  Monday  morning. 


Rep.  Gerard  Etoherty,  who  is 
co-sponsoring  the  bill  with  State 
Senator  Mario  Umana,  called  the 
El.  structure  an  "iron  monster" 
and  predicted  a  "tremendous  re- 
growth"  in  the  area  once  it  Is 
removed. 

TTie  bill  provides  for  removal 
oi  the  MTA  structure  from  North 
Station  to  Sullivan  Sq.  and  provides 
for  alternate  service  in  the  area 
by  extending  rapid  transit  over  the^. 
B  &  M  tracks  to  Reading. 

Sen.  Umana  cited  the  "tremen- 
dous increase"  in  property  values'^ 
.along    Third    Ave.  in  New   York 
after  a;similar  elevated  structure 
had  been  removed  there. 

Umana  termed  the  plan  "logical, 
since  one  of  these  days  the  B  &  M 
will  discontinue  passenger  ser- 
vice." 

Msgr.  Anthony  J.  Flaherty,  pas- 
tor of  St.  Mary's  Church,  said  that 
the  El  structure  has  "become  a 
blight  on  the  whole  t<k«-n."  "People, 
are  leaving  the  town  Jt  the  rate- 'of 
1,000  a  year,"  he  claimed. 

Rev.    Brian  -  Kelley,   rector  of 


St.  John's  Episcopal  Cnurch,  said 
that  the  three  Protestant  churches 
were  beljind  the  rsrrcval  bill. 

No  urban  renewal  plan  for 
Charlestown  can  be  successful 
"without  die  demolition  of  that 
structure,"  Edward  J.  Logue  told 
the  legislate  committee.  Logue 
Is  Development  Administrator  for 
the  Boston  Redevelopment  Author- 
ity. 

"The  area  between  Main  St.  and 
Rutherfo/d  A.'e.  has  been  very 
badly  blighted,"  he  pointed  out 
because  of  the  refusal  of  people 
to  live  near  elevated  tracks.  He 
added  that  the  blight  is  growing 
and  spreading  out  up  some  of  the 
side  streets. 

Some,  but  not  all  of  the  money 
needed  for  demolition  can  be 
obtained  from  fedetal  urban  re- 
newal funds,  Logue  said. 

Leo  Baldwin,  prdSidentof  SHOC. 
called  the  overhead  tracks  a 
"noisy,  screechy  structure.**  He 
asked  all  members  of  SHOC  at  the 
meeting  to  raise  their  hand  and

He  said 
that  such  a""  site,  could  serve  as  a 
terminus  for  the  North  Statipn 
area,  only  a  quarter  of  a  tidlc

A  biU  that  would  provide  an  Ice  skating  rink  for  Charlestovm  will 
be  given  a  pubUc  hearing  next  Thursday  morning.  Jan.  25  at  10 
o'clock  in  Room  207  of  the  State  House. 

All  residents  of  Charlestown  are  being  urged  ^V  ^H^  to  anend 
and  support  the  measure,  which  is  co- sponsored  by  the  Self- Help 
SrgaS^^adon  and  which  was  filed  by  Rep.  Gerard  Doherty  and  Sen- 
ator  Mario  Umana 


The  bUl.  H-1124.  is  essentiaUy 
the  same  as  one  which  failed  to 
pass  last  year  and  which  would 
have  empowered  the  MJ).C.  to 
build  such  a  rink  here. 

If  the  skaung  rink  is  approved, 
it  is  hoped  that  a  suitable  site 
can  be  worked  out  for  it  on  the 
urban  redevelopment  plans  for 
Charlestown.
